Claims 1-3.5-13 

The subject matter of claims 1-3 and 5-13 does not appear to involve an inventive step on 
account of documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

The inventions of documents 1 and 2 have the same technical problem of displaying measured 
brain functions in a three-dimensional graphic image, so applying the technique of "synthesizing 
a synthesized image by combining (1) three-dimensional coordinate data indicating the 
measurement means' position relationship and (2) three-dimensional coordinate data on the 
three-dimensional graphic image of the measurement subject" (described in document 2) to the 
invention described in document 1 could easily be conceived by a person skilled in the art. 

Claims 4, 14 

The subject matter of claims 4 and 14 does not appear to involve an inventive step on account 
of documents 1-3 cited in the ISR. 

The inventions of documents 1-3 have the same technical problem of displaying measured 
brain functions in a three-dimensional graphic image, so applying the aforesaid document 2 
technique and the technique of "creating a wire frame image of the measurement subject as the 
graphic image" (described in document 3) to the invention described in document 1 could easily 
be conceived by a person skilled in the art. 
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
